She’s Budget-Balancer No. 1. 


She has to be. Unlike the newer 
esonomists in public office she can- 
mot spend two dollars for every 
dollar she takes in, and blandly load 
the difference on the public. She 
bas to cut her expenditures to fit 
whatever income a pay envelope 
may afford. 

That’s why those “indirect” taxes 
which boost the family food bili, the 
family rent bill, the family bills for 
elothing and for everything else she 
buys, mean so much to her. No 
matter on whom the tax-creators 
and tax-eaters attempt to load the 
eosi, the bill is finally paid out of 
her thin purse. 

How deeply do the billions squan- 
dered by office-holders during re- 
eent years cut into the average 
housewife’s operating funds? 

Well, research workers have esti- 
mated that the majority of taxes 
eollected by government are passed 
on to the public in the form of in- 
ereased prices — and that, so dis- 
guised, they consume one dollar out 
ef every five which finds its way into 
the family pocketbook. 

Actually, then, the average house- 
wife faces a dual responsibility— 
first, to conserve the contents of the 
family purse, and, second, to de- 
mand that politicians cease the 
reckless squandering and piling on 
ef taxes which rob her of the bene- 
fits of her sacrifices and economies. 

In the overwhelming majority of 
American families she has succeeded 
im balancing her own budget. Now 
she is insisting that the politicians 
cooperate by learning to balance

The much discussed “Anthony Ad- 
verse,” after what is claimed to have 
been the longest period of prepara~ 
tion and production ever devoted to 
a film, will have its San Franciscco 
premiere tomorrow, August ist, at 
the Geary Theater, according to an- 
nouncement made today. 

The author was reluctant to sell 
his novel to the movies and was only 
won after spirited bidding that car- 
ried the price to a record top. The 
story was four year in the writing, 
required two year’s preparation for 
filming. It has been translated into 
14 languages and stands as the long- 
est piece of contemporary fiction. 

The scope of this production is 
said to be greater than that of any 
film yet produced. It covers six per- 
iods of time in five countries and 3 
continents. A cast of 1700 people was 
employed, including 78 major roles 
and 20 minor principles. 

The building program embraced 
131 settings. Most of these were pre 
tentiocs in size and innovational in 
character. Entire waterfronts and ad 
jacent streets of two cities weree 
constructed, in addition to a large 
section of an African trading post. 
For one episode several acres of a 
jungle were built; complete in de- 
tail.

SALMON TREAT 


UST how are you going to pre- 
pare that canned salmon that 
you are buying or that you bought 
during National Salmon Week- 
February 28 to March 7? Salmon 
is too fine a fish not to pay special 
attention to the way you cook and 
serve it.

‘Everything we need for realiza- 
tion (of these aims) we can find 
within the principles under which 
this nation has grown to greatness. 

“God grant us, one and all, the 
strength and the wisdom to do our 
part in bringing these things to 
pass.”’ 

Early in his address, Governor 
Landon pledged himself to the Re- 
publican platform with the words: 
“The 1936 platform has my com- 
plete adherence. It sets out the 
principles by which we can achieve 
the full national life that our re- 
gources entitle us to enjoy.”’ 


His reference to the question # 
‘how many promises the present ad- 
ministration has broken, was: ‘“‘The 
citizen who assumes the direction 
of the Executive branch takes an 
oath that he will, to the best of his 
ability, ‘preserve, protect and de- 
‘fend the Constitution of the United 
[States.’ No man, in common good 
faith to his fellow citizens, may 
\Fightfully assume the duties of the 
high office of Chief Executive and 
take the oath unless he shall keep 
his oath inviolate. It is with a full 
understanding of the meaning of 
this oath that I accept this nom- 
‘ination.’’ 

On relief and unemployment Gov- 
ernor Landon committed himself to 
the policy: ‘‘Those who need relief 
will get it... . We will not take our 
economies out of the unemployed. 
We will take them: out of the hides 
of political exploiters. The whole 
American people want to work at 
full time and full pay (with) the 
right to live according to American 
standards. . . . The (1933) record 
showed the primary need was jobs 
for unemployed. The (1936) record 
shows the primary need is still for

Governmental Intimidation. 

“We must be freed from inces- 
sant governmental intimidation and 
hostility. We must be freed from 
excessive expenditures and crip- 
pling taxation. We must be freed 
'from an arbitrary and uncertain 
monetary policy. We must be 
freed from private monopolistic 
,control. Once these things are done, 
‘the energies of the American eco- 
nomic system will remedy the rav- 
ages of depression and restore full 
employment. 

“The security of us all depends 
on the good management of our] 
|common affairs,’’ was the keynote 
of his economic theme. ‘‘We must 
|be able to produce and accumulate 
; enough to finance our normal prog- 
, ress. . . . Mounting debts and in- | 
) creasing taxes constitute a threat 
to all of these aims. | 

“Taxes add to the price of every- | 
\thing. By taking more out of the | 
j;family purse they leave less for 
family security. Let us not be mis- | 
led by those who tell us others will | 
be made to carry the burden. Even | 
-if we tax to the limit those best} 
able to pay, the average taxpayer | 
will still have to bear the major | 
jpart. For every single dollar spent, | 
we will pay back two dollars. 

People Finally Pay. 

“Crushing debts and taxes are 
usually incurred, as today, under 
the guise of helping people—the 
same people who must finally pay 
them.” 

As to national agriculture, Gov- 
ernor Landon stated flatly: 

“No sound national policy will 
neglect the farmer, because the 
needs of a great nation require that 
its food producers always stand 
upon a plane in keeping with the 
importance of their service.’” He 
accused the present administration 
of having ‘‘taken the American 
farmer out of foreign markets, and

HE many prominent brewers 

who are now putting their beer 
in keglined cans say that it tastes 
better than bottled beer because 
beer in cans has to be subjected 
to a shorter period of pasteuriza- 
tion, and therefore tastes more 
like draft beer, but we are won- 
dering whether the new habits of 
beer haven’t something to do with 
it. 

Beer is behaving better than it 
used to. This mild beverage used 
to spend most of its time in beer 
saloons, and much less of it went 
into homes. But now that it has 
become available in cans, and the 
housewife has discovered how 
much less space it occupies than 
the old-fashioned bottles and that 
she will no longer have the bother 
of returning the containers, the 
tide has turned and more beer 
goes into homes. 


What To Serve With It 


In fact the tide has turned so 
strongly that many housewives 
find themselves up against the 
problem of finding out or remem 
bering what foods taste best when 
served with beer. She has doubt 
less evolved a list of her own, but 
she should not forget the good 


old Welsh rarebit of which beer 
is an ingredient. Here’s the way 
to make it. 

Pour one-fourth cup beer into a 
skillet, add two cups finely-cut 
American cheese and one table 
spoon butter, and stir over a slow 
fire until cheese is melted and 
mixture smooth, adding gradually 
another quarter cup of beer. Cook 
only long enough to melt cheese. 
Add one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one-half teaspoon 
mustard, one-eighth teaspoon black 
pepper and two slightly beaten 
egg yolks, stir a minute longer, 
and remove from fire. Serve at 
once on hot toast or toasted crack- 
ers. Makes four servings. Serve 
with beer.*
